THE POPULATION OF GEORGIA. 


Joseph Benson Foraker Visits Washing- 
ton, and Talks Glibly Aboutthe 
Ohio Senatorship. 


WasSHINGTON, November 18.—{Special.]— 
The democrats here are considerably worked 
up under the surface over the rumor that has 
been circulated about Mr. Mills having effected 
an agreement with certain anti-free coinage 
democrats to pack the coinage, weights and 
measures committee against a free coinage 
measure in order to obtain eastern support. 
The emphatic denial of Mr. Mills last night, 
while it shows that such a deal, if attempted, 
had failed, has gratified them, but at the same 
time he is blamed for trying to bring the sil- 
yer question in asan issue. All the speaker- 
ship candidates are a unit on one question, 
namely, that the tariff is the paramount issue, 
and thatthe question of silver, on which the 
party is divided, ought to be left to the demo- 
cratic caucus for settlement. No man is big 
enough to determine what shall be done with 
this question himself, and, though many free 
coinage democrats would undoubtedly be 
willing to sacrifice their own personal 
preferences for the sake of the 
democratic party’s success in the next 
presidential election, none of them would be 
willing that any one man should sacrifice it 
forthem. Mr. Mills, in trying to put the sil- 
ver question down, bas simply put it up. 

The Foundation of the Story. 

The foundation for the story that he had at- 
tempted a deal is circumstantial and corrobor- 
ative. The principal points are these: 

In June last everything pointed to Mr. 
Crisp’s election. He had almost the solid sup- 
port‘of the south and much strength in the 
northern tier of states west of the Alleghanies. 
In New York end New England he was in the 
lead, as he was recognized as the best quali- 
fied man for the position, and therefore the 
safest. Mr. Mills was discouraged. He 
threatened to withdraw from the race. It is 
even said he went so faras to block out the 
letter announcing his withdrawal. His 
strength was only gn the west and southwest. 
He nad no foothold whatever in the east. At 
Willard’s hotel m this city, he had a confer- 
ence with Bynum, of Indiana, another speak- 
ership candidate, at which the question of 
their joint withdrawal was discussed and 
also the advisability of throwing 
their strength to Watchdog Holman, of 
Indiana. An active partisan of Mr. Mills ob- 
jected to his withdrawal on the ground that, 
as his friends had followed himinto the race, 
he owed it to them to stayin it to the finish. 
This gentleman even threatened, in case the 
arrangement was carried out, to inform Judge 
Crisp of the whole matter, and, moreover, to 
support him. 

Mr. Mills was then finally prevailed upon to 
go to New York and look over the situation 
there. This he did on orabout July 2d. Up 
to this time The New York Times had been 
supporting, or at least leaning toward Judge 
Crisp. Mr. Cleveland also had shown luke- 
Warmness toward the Texan, and it will be 
remembered that in the spring Mr. Mills had 
delivered himself of a rather caustic interview 
on the ample subject of the ex-president. 
While in New York Mr. Mills saw Mr. Cleve- 
land. He also saw Mr. Miller, the editor-in- 
chief of The New York Times, and Mr. Spin- 
ney, the managing editor. Aftera talk with 
them it is said that they agreed to 
support Mr. Mills in case the silver 
issue should be kept in the 
background, and the committee on coinage, 
Weights and measures should be so constituted 
wtoserve that purpose. The names of some 
eastern men, who were to placed on the com- 
mittee in the event of Mr. Mills’s election, 
were discussed. On the return of Mr. Mills to 
this city,the same active partisan above re- 
ferred to, said that it was ail ‘‘fixed;’’ that 
Mr. Mills would be supported by The New 
York Times and Mr. Cleveland, and _ his elec- 
tion was assured. Later Mr. Mills went to 


Ohio and made the speech in which he took — 


the ground that silver was not the issue; that 
free coinage would have little or no effect in 
relieving the present conditions, and that the 
tariff was paramount. 
That Was the Signal. 
Immediately The New York Times {began 
supporting him, and ‘at the same time it was 
announced that Mr. Cleveland had thrown 
the weight of his influence to Mr. Mills. All 
this circumstantial and corroborative evidence 
bolsters up whatever there is of direct evi- 
Mr. Mills’s denial last night ought, 
however, to pus a stop to the talk that 
iny deal was consummated. The thing which 
be is to be blamed for is attempting to pledge 
in advance the organization of the house to 
control a certain issue which the democrats 
#one in caucus assembled can decide. Trad- 
ing has always been costly. Mr. Mills by his 
atiempts to smother the silver issue, has only 
pushed it to the front. He already has Silver 
Dollar Bland out in Missouri howling like a 
Panther in his declarations that no man not 
Pledged to free coinage shall be elected. The

The arrival of ex-Governor Joseph Benson 
Foraker, of Ohio, in this city this afternoon 
caused a good deal of comment here, as it was 
generally believed his visit was a political one, 
and had reference to his contest against John 
Sherman for the senatorship. 

All the influence of the administration is ar- 
rayed on Sherman’s sidein Ohio, and it was 
intimated that Governor Foraker was here to 
see Secretary Blaine to arrange a basis for the 
protection of their mutual interest in the 
Buckeye State. As GovernorfForaker did not 
visit the plumed knight the gossips were sadly 
disappointed. Governor Foraker is full of fire 
and enthusiasm, and very confident that he 
will be Sherman’s successor. His rooms at the 
Ebbitt were crowded with visitors this even- 
ing. Foraker’s approachableness and genial 
temperament constitute the main elements of 
his strength and popularity. In this respect 
he is in striking contrast with Sherman, whose 
veins are filled with ice water, and 
to whom an entrance can only be 
effected with a jimmy anda large delegation 
behind it. Foraker, on tbe other hand, prides 
himself on being, in a large measure, ‘‘one of 
the boys.” The ex-Governor says his visit 
here is purely a professional one. He says he 
is not running for senator outside of Ohio, and 
that if he were he would stand but a slim 
chance of success, especially in the newspa- 
pers. Whenever Governor Foraker’s name is 
mentioned outside of Ohio, the rebel flag in- 
cident and the ballot box forgery scandal pop 
into mind, andjthe consequence is, Foraker re- 
ceives little mercy at the hands of the news- 
papers. He feels the biting things they say 
keenly, but says Garfield, Lincoln, Grant ard 
Blaine and others were abused in like man- 
ner. 

“I don’t mention cases,”’ said he tonight, ‘‘to 
liken my position to theirs, but to show that if 
I am abused I have at least a long line of il- 
lustrious predecessors to be proud of.”’ 

Governor Foraker says he is entirely satis- 
fied with the state of the senatorial contest. 
Hisreturn blows to some of the strictures 
Senator Sherman has passed on him 
are severe. Foraker never spares the 
blow when he sees an opportunity to strike. 
Of the ninety-fhree members and senators- 
elect of the next Ohio legislature Foraker 
says about thirty are yet non committal, at 
least publicly. Of those who have declared 
themselves he claims thirty-eight. A majority 
of the caucus is forty-seven. 

“Without desiring to be boastful,” said 
Governor Foraker, in summing up the situa- 
tion, “I say frankly I cannot see where Mr, 
Sherman is to get the votes which are to re- 
elect him.” 

Governor Foraker says he is taking no part 
in the agitation to unseat Senator Brice. 

“If Colonel Brice is not entitled to hisseat,’’ 
he said, “Senator Sherman isina position to 
take the initiative. I am not running for Mr. 
Brice’s seat. Lam after the seat that will 
become vacant at the end of Senator Sher- 
man’s term.”’ 

The fight over the senatorship has engen- 
dered a great deal of bitterness among the 
Ohio republicans. Itis warto the knife on 
both sides. 


ADMIRAL BROWN. DENIES 


That He Gave Information tothe Balmaceda 
Government. 

WasnHIncton, November 13.—In view of 
repeated statements that Admiral Brown, or 
some of his ship’s company, informed the 
Ba!maceda government of the landing of con- 
gressional forces at Quintero jast August, 
Secretary Tracy seizing the opportunity 
affeurded by the presence of the admiral with 
the San Francisco at Acapulco, Mexico, a few 
cays ago, addressed the following telegram to 

m: 


NAVY DEPARTMENT, WASHINGTON, November 
10.—Admiral Brown, steamer San Francisco, Aca- 
pulco, Mexico: Did you invite any Chilean officer 
to accompany you on board the San Francisco to 
witness the landing of civilians at Quintero? 

Did you or any of the officersof your crew on 
the return on that occasion to Valparaiso, com- 
municate information about what you saw to any 
person not connected with your vessel? Tracy. 

Admiral Brown’s response was as follows: 

ACAPULCO, November 10.—Secretary of the 
Navy, Washington: Did notinvite or take any 
Chijeans. Invited foreign officers. Only German 
went. Noone from this ’ship ve information. 
Full information about the landing was known at 
Santiago and Valparaiso before I sailed at noon.

In addition to the foregoing positive sitate- 
ment made by Admiral Brown, he distinctly 
states in his report to the department, dated 
August 31st, that he was informed before he 
sailed from Valparaiso that thg congressional 
forces had effected a landing. 


GRUBB WILL REPRESENT US 


At the Celebration to Be Held in Spain. 
Washington Gossip. 

WasnHincton, November 13.—The govern- 
ment of Spain bas requested the United States 
to be represented at the ceremonies to take 
place at Madrid in commemoration of the tour 
hundredth anniversary of the discovery of 
America by Christopher Columbus. E. Burd 
Grabb, minister of the United States to Spain, 
has accordingly been instructed to represent 
this government. 

An authoritative denial is made at the navy 
department of the published statement that 
A:miral Gherardi has been ordered to Chile 
to relieve Admiral Brown of the command of 
the Pacific station. It is said that Admiral 
Gherardi is under orders to cruise in the West 
Indies, where he will be joined by the Con- 
cord; that the Atlanta is to go to Rio, and 
that no other orders to vessels have been 
issued.

A MOVE TOWARD UNION 


Between the Knights of Labor and the 
American Federation. . 


Totrpo, O., November 13.—The most im- 
portant action the Knights of Labor conyen- 
tion has taken was this morning when, by a 
vote of 95 to 5, resolutions were adopted look- 
ing to the settlement of differences between 
the Knights of Labor and the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. If the federation eo Se 
them 400,000 workingmen will be practically 
united. The resolutions provide that hereafter 
the knights shall recognize and respect the 
working cards of all unions of the same trade 
attached toor affiliated with the federation 
whenever such unions respect the Knights of 
Labor working cards. They also provide for 
reciprocal recognition and the endorsement of 
the labels of either organization, and that no 
suspended or expelled members, or members 
in arrears of either organization, shall be ad- 
mitted to membership in other organizations 
without the written consentof the organiza- 
tion in which he is in bad standing. he ar- 
rangement isto gointo effect the first of the 
year and is open to all labor organizations in 
addition to the American federation,

The road has decided 
to refuse all shipments from connections unless 
the billing is received before or at the time the car 
is delivered, so thatitcan be sent out immedi- 
ately.

The Contract Violated. 

CLEVELAND, O., November 13.—Some time ago 
the city council reduced the price of gasfrom a 
dollar to 60 cents a thousand. The gas company 
fought itin the courts asa virtual confiscation. 
Today Judge Jackson, in the United States circuit 
court, granted the company aninjunction, hold- 
ing that the city had norightto fix the price of 
an article of which it was a consumer, and that it 
impaired the contract under which the company 
was organized. 


Found in the Debris. 

CoLumBos, O., November 13,—At an early hour 
this morning a row of cheap frame houses on 
North High street was destroyed by fire. This 
evening the firemen found four bodies—three of 
young children and the fourth of an adult—in the 
debris. They were ali members of a family, and 
this explains why they were not missed. The 
head of the family is said to be Charles Bethers, a 
laborer, but this has not been confirmed.

ARRESTED THE ANARCHISTS, . 


But the People Believe the Police Did Wrong 
in Doing So. 

Cuicaco, November 13.—The police last 
night raided a meeting of anarchists in a hall 
near the piace of the Haymarket riots. A 
lively scene followed, the men drawing re- 
volvers on the police, but no bloodshed oc- 
curred. Seventeen were arrested and others 
turned loose.. The arrested men were ar- 
raigned today, some for resisting an officer in 
the discharge of his duty, and others for carry- 
ing concealed weapons and disorderly con- 
duct, 

The officers testified that in a saloon down- 
Stairs was a crowd, ostensibly discussing dif- 

ent motions and cursing the police. Up- 
stairs nolsy teétings were in progress. 

“What did you arrest them for, then?” 
asked the attorney of one of the prisoners. 

‘Disorderly conduct.” 

“What were they doing that was dis- 
orderly ?’’ 

“A cussing and swearing and raising hell.’’ 

“What did they say ?”’ 

A‘I beard severai say that the — — ought to 
be blown toh—i. Weare stronger than ever 
before and will do it yet.’’ 

The ofticer could not state whether any of 
the men arraigned had made incendiary re- 
marks or not. 

Another officer heard one anarchist say: 

‘The mayor isa —dude and we will hang 
him.”’ 

Another officer had an armful of red flags, 
which he had torn from the platform of. the 
hall. Oneof them had the words: ‘*Ameri- 
can—Group No. 1’’ inscribed on it in gilt let~ 
ters. 

**That’s a terrible thing to have ona flag,’’ 
said Judge Cox, ‘‘why did you bring that flag 
along ?’’ 

‘‘Because it isthe emblem of anarchy and 
we wanted it for evidence.” 

This was practically all the evidence except 
against the men with pistols. The case went 
over. 

There is a great division of public senti- 
ment here as to whether the police were justi- 
fied in suppressing last night’s anarchist meet- 
ing and ordering the American flag to be un- 
furled atthe meeting of the previous night. 
The mayor says the police have his entire ap- 
proval, and that anarchist utterances are 
likely to frighten foreigners from exhibiting at 
the world’s fair.

MEXICAN TARIFF LAW. 


Recent Modifications in It—The Change in 
the Articles. 


Wasninaton, November 13.—Mr. Ryan 
minister of the United States at the City of 
Mexice, in a dispatch of October 22, 1891, has 
transmitted to the secretary of state a copy of 
an official decree of the ae acm of Mexico, 
amending the new tariff law in relation to 
foreign merchandise entering the federal dis- 
trict. The articles of the decree are as follows: 

Article 1. Foreign merchandise dutiable upon 
importation under the tariff of the general cus- 
toms ordinance, u introduction into the fed- 
eral district, shall not be taxed more than 5 per 
cent duty on consumption, based upon the total 
amount of import duty. .

ARE STILL PLOTTING. 


Another Conspiracy Has Been Discovered 
in Russia, 


NOT APTER THE CZAR'S LIFE THIS THME 


But to Establish a Representative 
Assembly. 


MANY OF THE NOBILITY IMPLICATED. 


Officials Searching for Conspirators—Fail- 
ure of Another Banker in Berlin. 
Other Foreign Gossip. 


Lonpon, November 13.—A dispatch re 
ceived tonight states that a short time ago it 
came tothe knowledge of the police thata 
conspiracy was underway. The authorities, 
through the espionage which prevails 
throughout Russia, were able to Jearn who the 
conspirators were and the details of the plot, 
while secretly pursuing their investigations. 

In St. Peterburg they found that the 
conspirators in that city were ‘only «4 
part of a very numerous band, the head- 
quarters of which was in Moscow. They 
learned also thatthe conspirators had been 
very active in securing adherents to their 
plan, and that the conspiracy had ratifica- 
cations which spread to all the principal eities 
of the empire. Theobject of the conspiracy 
just unearthed, unlike a majority of the plots 
discovered in Russia, were not to kill the ozar, 
but was the organization of a movement hav- 
ing for its end the creation of a representative 
asseinbly—an object which has been the dream 
of many Russians for years. 

Sixty members of the nobility and of upper 
and middle classes who are sharged with com- 
plicity in the conspiracy, have been arrested. 
The discovery of the plot and the arrest of so 
many prominent subjects has caused a decided 
sensation in Russia. 

a The Situation Growing More Critical. 

Advices from St. Petersburg state that the 
authorities there are becoming more and more 
suspicious as the interna) situation of the em- 
pire continues to grow more critical. There is 
considerable uneasiness regarding the status of 
affairs throughout the empire and, as a result 
of this feeling, marshals of nobility rape 
ts of the

STORIES OF THE STORM. 


Vessels Arriving at English Ports Report 
Several Wrecks. 

Lonpon, November 13.—Stories of wreck 
and disaster by the storm continue to be re- 
ceived. The British steamer Fairtield, a small 
but staunch iron vessel, was caught in the bay 
of Biscay in a fearful gale. Tremendous seas 
started some rivets, andthe water steadily 
poured in until the vessel finally had to be 
abandoned. The men took to boats, and all 
were picked up by passing vessels. 

The town of Lismore, 111 miles southwest of 
Dublin, has suffered enormous damage from 
the storm. Last night the gale, which has 
been prevailing on the southwest coast of Ire- 
land since Tuesday night, started in with re- 
newed fury, and the town was inundated. All 
fishing vessels reported men swept overboard.

Is Drawn by City Editor Hurtel and 
Reporter Hastings. 


A LIVELY CAMPAIGN STREET FIGHT, 


In Which Two Participants Are Hurt and 
a Derby Hat Is Mashed—Partic- 
ulars of the Fight. 


Following the scrimmage of Thursday, in 
which the Rev. Sam W. Small was one of the 
star performers in a knock-down-and-drag-out, 
the city was all agog yesterday about the re- 
port that Mr. Azmon A. Murphey had figured 
in a similar affray, in which he had been badly 
bruised by Mr. Gordon N. Hurtel, city editor 
of The Evening Journal, and Mr. Jack 
Hastings, a reporter on that paper. 

But in this instance the fight was not be- 
tween prohi and anti, for two years ago the 
leading characters were prominent participants 
in the prohibition campaign, and both worked 
side by side for that cause. Indeed, Mr. Hur- 
tel’s name was enrolled by Mr. Murphey, the 
founder of the 1890 Club, as One of its original 
charter members. 

But things have not been smooth between 
the two for some time, and Mr. Hurtel says 
that Mr. Murphey never hitd the satisfaction 
of looking upon him at one of the meetings of 
the club, and that he never was a member. 

The fight occurred on Alabama street just 
below Pryor, about 3:30 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. 

The weapons employed were walking canes 
and clubs, and each lick struck left an im- 
pression. 

The fight was the result of the publication 
of a sensational story in The Journal Tuesday 
afternoon, purporting to be an exposition ofa 
great political trick, or scheme, of Messrs. A. 
A. Murphey and Sam Small,and Mr. Mur- 
phey’s card in Wednesday’s ConsTITUTION 
denouncing the story as a lie. 

On the day Mr. Murphey’s card appeared in 
THe ConsTITUTION Mr. Hurtel called upon 
Mr. Murphey asking him for a retraction. 
Just what transpired at that interview is told 
quite differently by both gentlemen, and the 
versions of both are given in their state- 
ments. 

Mr. Murphey had been attending the Small- 
Minor case in the recorder’s court, and had 
started to his office on Alabama street. Just 
as he turned out of Pryor street into Alabama, 
going from police headquarters, Mr. Hurtel 
walked up tohimand askedif he was going 
to’retract the statements made in his card re- 
garding the campaign story published in The 
Journal. 

Mr. Murphey replied very emphatically that 
he was not. 

Mr. Hurtel’s reply to this was an equally 
emphatic one. 


The words had not been fully uttered before 


Murphey grabbed at Hartel’s dollar. 
Hurtel the same instant struck Murphey 
over the head with his cane. 


_», It is claimed that Hurteljsnatched Murphey’s 
“~jpe from under his arm as he spoke to 


«f.u, Datin the confusion that followed so 
quickly there is some uncertainty about this. 

At the «ime the two licks were struck 
by Murphey. and Hurtel, Captain E. M. 
Roberts, who was with Mr. Murphey, caught 
Mr. Hurte., Mr. Hastings, who 
was standing near, rushed up - quickly 
and struck Murphey a powerful blow. on the 
head. The blow landed about the base of the 
brain on the left side of Murphey’s head and 
knocked him down, stunning him completely 
for the moment. \!urtel then jumped on him, 
but was pulled off instantly by Captain 
Roberts, who was walking down the street 
with Murphey when the difficulty started. As 
Murphey got up Hastings struck him twoor 
three more licks. 

About this time Murphey got in a heavy 
blow on Hastings’s head with his cane, which 
he recovered in the scuffle. It felled Hastings 
and cut an ugly gash on bis head. 

The police arrived and the combatants were 
separated. Mr. Murphey, who was bleeding 
profusely from the large triangular-shaped 
bruise on his head, was carried to his oftice 
and a pbysician summoned to dress his 
wounds. 

Mr. Hastings, who was also bleeding freely 
from the gash received from Murphey’s cane, 
together with Mr. Hurtel, went to the 
station house and was placed under bond. As 
soon as the bond was written out and signed, 
Mr. Hastings proceed to a drug store and had 
his wounds dressed. 

Murphey was the only one seriously injured. 
The blow from Hastings’s club produced se- 
rious injury, and there is danger of concussion 
of the brain. After Mr. Murphey’s wounds 
were sewed up and dressed he was carried.to 
his home, and was visited last night by many 
friends, 

Mr. Hurtel received no injuries of conse- 
quence—only a light lick on the head which 
slightly disfigured his stiff hat. 

Mr. Murphey was seen and made the foll@w- 
ing statement regarding the ditticulty and its 
origin: 

Statement of Mr. Murphey. 

“Wednesday evening, in a sensational ar- 
ticle printed by The Journal, appeared these 
paragraphs: 

***A printer has told The Journal that he 
has received an order for 120,000 circulars, 
which Mr. A. A. Murphey and Mr. Sam Sma! 
willsend toali persons whom they think are 
in sympathy with their movement. 

“*A city official was shown a copy of the 
circular last night, and a well-known printer 
told a Journal reporter that he had the job for 
getting out the circuiars. 

***At the meeting last night the anti-barroom 
men declared that they would have nothing to 
do with the ward meetings. 

‘***Since the news of the circulars has come 
to light, itis believed thatthe action of the 
anti-barroom meeting last night was for a 
blind. } 

“**Uniess their plans are changed, the circu- | 
lars, which call upon all good prohibitionists 
to turn Out at the ward meetings, will be sent 
out tomorrow morning, and it will then be too 
Jate for the other citizens to frustrate the 
movement.’ 

“All that is contained in the above concern- 
ing the circulars being untrue, I asked THE 
Constitution of Thursday to print a card. 

“That card denounced the story as a lie. 

‘“*‘Mr. Small published his card to the same 
effect, and the card from the Pease Printing 
Company corroborated my statement, and that 
of Mr. Smail. 

‘Mr. Hurtel early on Thursday met mein the 
streets and expostulated with me as follows: 

“*Murphey, you fellows are the biggest fools 
Tever saw. What did you write those curds 
for?’ Couldn’t you see that I was doing that 
ae _ interest. I was trying to help your 
Bide!’ . 

‘We talked briefly, and at that time he did 
not seem to be angry, but annoyed at our polit- 
ical obtuseness, so to speak. Thursday 
afternoon Mr. Hurtsi and Mr. 
Hastings called at my otlice and asked me to 


write something that might . 
relieve them of our statements the charges 
of double dealing, political trickery and mass- 
meeting packing made against Mr. Smal! and 
myself were political lies, and were known to 
be such when they were written and printed. 
I refused to take back what I had in the 
card, and pointed out to both men the false 
statements made to my personalinjary. Just 
then Mr. Small entered the office, and Mr. 
Hurtel asked of him some writing that would 
relieve himself and Mr. Hastings from the 
odium of having told lies upon us. Mr. Small 
also refused to write any statement unless he 
could have the names of the persons whom Mr. 
Hurtel claimed gave him the information 
about the circular. Mr. Hurtel said the in- 
formation came from Joe Hirsch and Carl 
Weinmeister. Mr. Small said to Mr. Hurtell: 

“ ‘Tf you will write out a statement, giving 
them as your authorities, I will write a card to 
follow yours, relieving you, and putting the 
responsibility upon them.’ 

“Mr. Hurtel said he did not want to do that. 
He and Mr. Hastings then left the office with 
the remark: 

‘**Mr. Small, we will see you later about your 
part of it.’ 

“So matters remained until this afternoon. 
As I left the recorder’s court, after the Minor 
case was disposed of, [ started toward Alabama 
street, along Pryor, in company with Captain 
F.. M. Roberts, talking with him. Suddenly I 
felt some one from the rear jerk my walking 
stick from under my arm, wheré I was carry- 
ing it. I whirled around and saw that it was 
H{urtel, with not only my stick, but his own. 
He said: 

‘***You have got to take back what you said 
about me—’ 

‘He raised the stick as hespoke, and I 
grabbed to recoverit. On the instant some 
one (Hastings, as I aminformed), hit me over 


blow stunned me, and knocked me forward on 
Hurtel. I recovered, and struck at Hurtel, 
while the man in the rear continued to strike 
with the billy. I whirled, after disposing of 
Hurtel, and knocked that other man with my 
stick, which I had reached, as faras I could 
sendhim. I then discovered that three men 
were assaulting me. I struck the ones who 
came upon me with whatever [had in hand, 
until the crowd c.osed in and separated us. It 
was Hurtel who attracted my attention in 
order to give the others their chance to strike 
me with their murderous billies, which they 
had ready in hand. I donot careat this 
time to characterize this three-men assault, 
but for the‘present leave a fair-minded public 
to give it the proper judgment.”’ 

Statement of Messrs. Hurtel and Hastings. 

Mr. Hurtel and Mr. Hastings were rext 
seen and they both unite in giving the follow- 
ing version of the difficulty: 

On Wednesday morning Mr. A. A. Mur- 
phey published a card in which he stated that 
a certain article in The Journal was a lie and 
that the reporter who wrote it knewit was a 
lie. 

As Mr. Hastings furnished the information 
and Mr. Hurtel wrote the article, they both 
felt that the insult published by Mr. Murphey 
reflected upon them. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Hurtel spoke to 
Mr. Murphey about his card and he made a 
personal apology. In the afternoon Mr. Hur- 
tel and Mr, Hastings called together at Mr. 
Murphey’s office and stated to him under what 
circumstances the article in The Journal was 
published and asked him to write a card and 
retract what he had said. 

When THE ConstTITUTION appeared this 
morning no such retraction was published. 
the afternoon about 3 o’clock Mr. Hurtel and 
Mr. Hastings were walking down 
Pryor street together when they saw 
Mr. Murphey and Mr. E. M. Roberts walking 
ahead of them. Overtaking them, Mr. Hur- 
tel accosted Mr. Murphey, and asked him why 
he had not retracted. Mr. Murphey said: ‘I 
did not and I will not.’’ Mr. Hurtel thereupon 
used some very strong language. Mr. Mur- 
phey caught him in the collar and struck at 
him with his fist. Mr. Hurtel stepped back 
and responded by striking at Mr. Murphey 
with his waiking stick. Mr. E. M. Roberts 
caught Mr. Hurtel, giving Mr. Murphey an 
opportunity of striking him with his stick. Mr. 
Hastings seeing two toone against Mr. Hurtel 
struck Mr. Murphey with hisstick. Outsiders 
and police officers then interfered, and the en- 
counter was brought to an end. 

Warrants to Be Sworn Ont. 

Warrants will be sworn out against Mr. 
Hastings and Mr. Hurtel today for assault 
and battery with attempt to murder, and they 
will be arrested on that charge.

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MINOR INDICTED 


By the Grand Jury for Assault and Bat- 
tery Upon Rey. Sam Small. 


THE CITY CASE DISPOSED OF. 


Minor Submitted the Case on Small’s Tes- 
timony and Was Fined Fifteen Dol- 
lars—Those Reflective Statements, 


Thomas A. Minor was arraigned in the re- 
corder’s court yesterday afternoon at 3 o’clock 
for assaulting Sam Small on Thursday. : 

Mr. Small was the first witness examined, 
and his testimony was simply a reiteration of 
his interview published in yesterday's paper. 

The colored barber was called and substan- 
tiated Mr. Small’s statements. 

Mr. Minor was asked for his side of the 


story, and replied: 

‘*Mr. Small’s testimony is as near a correct 
statement ascan be made. I was told by my 
friends that Mr. Small made allusionsin his 
speech in Prohibition hall, last Sunday, re- 
flecting on me and my family, and I thonght 
it was nothing but my duty to resent it. In_ 
that speech he held me up, solam informed, 
as a sample of the worst class of people in At- 
lanta. I have a wife and children,and I 
don’t feel like having their names aired before 
a public meeting as the lowest of God’s hu- 
manity. That’s why I made the assault, and 
as tothe details of the difficulty, Mr. Small 
has stated them correctly.” 

Judge Calhoun said he would like to know 
what the alleged statements of Mr. Small re- 
garding Minor were. He thought that would 
enable him to make a more satisfactory dispo- 
sition of the case. 

Mr. Minor said he did not know anything 
more than what had been told by his friends. 

“Tam willing,” he said, “to leave that to 
Mr. Small. He knows what he said and I am 
willing to abide by his statement in the mat- 
ter.”’ 

Mr. Small said: ‘In my speech at Prohibi- 
tion hall on last Sunday I was speaking of the 
work of the police department. I referred to 
their four hours a day extra work during the 
exposition without any extra pay. I spoke of 
the great danger their lives are subjected to. 
In the course of my remarks I said: 

‘Tam informed that an extra policeman 
has to be placed in _ front of 
Minor’s saloon on Decatur street to take care 
of the bums and to load the ‘“‘loaded’’ custom- 
ers of the place into the patrol wagon.’ 

‘This was the reference Ifmade to Mr. Minor 
or his business. This was not meantas a reflec- 
tion on Minor any more than any other saloon 
keeper, but the illustration was simply used to 
show the perilous and unnecessary work of the 
Atlanta police force.” 

‘‘Is that all the ailusion you made to me?” 
asked Mr. Minor. 

“That’s every word,”’ replied Mr. Small. 

“That satisfies me, judge,” said Mr. Minor. 
‘fl only know what I havo been told.” 

Judge Calhoun said inasmuch as the grand 
jury had already indicted Mr. Minor for assault 
aud battery he would fine him $15 and cost in 
the city case. 

Mr’ Sam Small was summoved to appear 
before the grand jury this morning. After 
hearing his testimony regarding the assault 
upon him by Mr. Minor, a bill was found for 
assault and battery. Mr. Minor was subse- 
quently arrested and placed uuder a three- 
hundred-dollar bond. 

Mr. Small stated that he had no desire to 
prosecute Mr. Minor, and would not have ap- 
penees before the grand jury if he had not 

een compelled to. .

In the Howard-Bickerstal! Trial in 
Columbus. 


THAT DAWSON FIRED THE FIRST SHOT | 


Is the Line of Defense—Evidence to That 
Effect Being Rendered Now, 
Howard’s Statement. 


Cotumsvus, Ga., November 13.—[Special.]— 
The examination of witnesses by the proseca- 
tion in the Howard-Bickerstaff case was re- 
sumed this morning. Court convened at 9 
o’clock, and several witnesses were examined, 
eliciting no new points in that side of the 
case. 

Colonel Thornton offered Robert Howard's 
statement, made at the preliminary trial last 
November, as part of the evidence, which, 
after lengthy discussion by both sides, was ad- 
mitted as evidence. 

The following 1s the portion of the state- 
ment admitted: 

‘On the llth of November last, the day 
upon which he (Dawson) met his death, I was 
upon the exposition grounds. I had gone into 
the ring near the judge’s stand. I watched 
the gentlemen's roadster race. At the ter- 
mination of that race, Mr. Fletcher came out 
first, Mr. Dawson a little behind. He drove 
under the wire, checked his horse, turned him, 
drove tothe judges’ stand and saluted the 
judges, somewhat inthat manner. He im- 
mediately turned his horse, and went down 
tle track some fifteen or twenty feet, [I would 
say probably, and got out of his sulky very 
hurriedly. He came immediately under 
the railing, worked his way around 
through some vehicles, until he cleared the 
vehicles, and came facing my brother Richard 
and myself. My brother was a little to my 
right. He came with his hand in that position 
(in right-hand hip-pocket). He came up di- 
rectly in front of us, meeting in a few feet—I 
would say in some six or eight feet. 

‘“‘My brother Richard remarked: ‘Look out, 
Buddy Bob.’ I drew my knife and plunged 
it, as I thought, up tothe hilt. Thinking that 
my knife failed to do work that I thought it 
would do, I drew my pistol and commenced 
pursuing, and fired until I had not a shot 


left.’’ 

Here Solicitor Carson announced that the 
state would close, 

The Defense Sets In. 

Judge Gamble then ordered the defense to 
proceed. The attorney asked for a few mo- 
ments’ consultation, and retired for about ten 
minutes. On their return Colonel McNeill 
proceeded to outline the defense. He told the 
court and jury that they now had before them 
the case as made out by the state, 
and that it was proper for the defense to state 
what it proposed to offer. 

“In submitting the case to the jury,” he 
said, ‘‘we fally agree with the solicitor general 
regarding the great importance and solemnity 
of the case. I do not think, however, that he 
should have intimated that you were un- 
biased. We take it for granted that you are 
all honest men, and as such we ask you to give 
careful and serious consideration to ithe testi- 
mony which we shall offer to you. Itisa fact 
that Mr. Dawson was killed, and it was uttefly 
useless for the state to have spent so much 
time examining witnesses to prove this. We 
fully adinit the killing, but we deny that it 
was muider or manslaughter, or any other 
crime. Weshall call your attention to the 
great conflict of the state’s evidence, and the 
testimony we shal! offer will serve to fill up 
the many gaps left by the state. None of the 
state’s witnesses in any way accounted for the 
first shot fired.’’ 

An Objection Raised. 


At this point Solicitor Genera! Carson said: 

‘Tt strikes me, your honor, that to criticise 
testimony in this manner before all of it is in, 
is improper, and at this time we object to an 
argument of the case.” 

Colonel McNeill said he didn’t propose to 
argue the case at that time and proceeded: 

“We will show you who fired first shot, and 
that it was Dawson. Our defense will be 
that it was nothing but justifiable homicide; 
that at the time Dawson was approaching the 
defendantin athreatening manner, with his 
hand behind him. Wewill show you that 
Dawson hada pistol in his hand when he 
went under the fence; that he went toward 
Robert Howard, and that hetired. He tirst 
shotat Mr. Howard, and thatthis was the third 
shot that Dawson tired thatno one has ac- 
counted for. We will show that there was no 
conspiracy on the part of the defendant; that 
the dotentas had a right to be in the enclos- 
ure, and we expect to show that the con- 
spiracy was on the part of Dawson. We 
will go further and show fully the 
motive of Dawson’s conspiracy; that for 
years the families had beon on very intimate 
terms; that one of the Howards had married 
a Dawson and moved to Glennville, and that 
while visiting her brother there, Ruth Howard 
was betrayed by Dawson in violation of the 
househoid he should have protected; that he 
had offered to condone the offense by mar- 
riage, which he did. Soon after Ruth How- 
ard moved to Glennville a child was born, and 
that he abandoned her; that the Howard 
brothers went downin Alabama to prosecute 
Dawson for his villainous crimes; that under 
the laws of Alabama the marriage was no 
palliation of the crime; that Dawson feared 
prosecution and had left home, and that he 
fad made preparations to attack the Howards, 
and that they had reasons to expect violence 
at his hands; that he came to Columbus 
with two pistols; that the Howards 
had the privileges of the grounds; that 
Dawson knew they were there, and 
that Robert Howard, to save his own life, 
struck the blow, and that there was a general 
shooting; that Dawson, in some way, dis- 
posed of one of his pistols; that the Howards 
were acting in theirown defense, and that 
Bickerstaff was fired at by Dawson before he 
ever fired at Dawson. We will show you 
these facts and establish them by testimony, 
and then we believe you will deem it a pleas- 
ure t@ release these defendants, and not send 
thei out in the world as criminals.”’ 

Colonel McNeill said the defense would 
begin introducing testimony by reading the 
statement of Robert Howard, which was 
done. 

The Evidence Resumed, 

Witnesses for the defense were placed on 
the stand. J. H. Brooks said he saw a pistol 
in Dawson’s hand after he went to the fence. 

R. L. McGruder swore he saw Dawson fire 
at Bickerstaff, after which Bickerstaff fired at 
Dawson. 

F. B. Hardy testified that he saw Dawson 
alight after the race, apparently very much 
excited, and. pass under the rail with bis 
Didn’t see Dawson’s 
hand after he passed under the rail. 

Two orthree other witnesses testified to 
about the same thing. 

George Findlatto said he was standing with 
the Howards near the judges’ stand when 
Dawson came under the rail. Dawson came 
towards the Howards, and when Dawson was 
near Robert Howard, Richard Howard cried: 
‘*Look out, Buddy Bob.” Then Robert How-. 
ard struck Dawson and three pistol shots were 
fired. . Dawson shot once. - He then ran, 
raised his pistol again and shot. Both 
of the Howards were shooting at Dawson. 
When he came around near the judges’ stand 
he fired again at Bickerstaff, who was then a 
few feet from him. Bickerstaff stepped back. 
Mr. Dozier came along and told him to stop, 
and then I saw Bickerstaff shoot at Dawson, 
and Dawson feil. 

A number of other witnesses were examined, 
but the most important was J. W. McDonald, 
a blacksmith of Glennville, Dawson’s former 
home. Hehad been acquainted with Dawson 
for years, and saw him the morning before he 
left home for Columbus,

The Why and the Wherefore. 


Alluding to the fact that there are 12,000, - 
000 acres of public Jands in the south sub- 
ject to entry, and that that there are 13,- 
000,000 of state lands yet available for set- 
tlement, The New Orleans Times-Democrat 
claims that itis ‘‘largely due to the specula- 
tors who have worked up a regular Okia- 
homa craze.’’ The St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat, a very robust republican organ, in 
spite of its name, quotes this explanation for 
the purpose of putting forward its own 
theory, which is based on both ignorance 
and prejudice. In order that our readers 
may see the naked rhetorical results of this 
ignorance and prejudice, we give The Globe- 
Democrat the benefit of a somewhat ex- 
tended quotation: 

There is little or noimmigration of homestead- 
ers to the south because they are given to under- 
stand that they cannot enjoy political liberty 
there. They are not disposed tolive where their 
right to vote as they please will be questioned, or 
where their affiliation with any other tban the 
dominant party may bring them social ostracism 
and persecution. It suits them better to take less 
valuable lands and make sure tbat they wil! not be 
molested on account of their opinions. The south 
might have had enough of these immigrants to 
possess and develop allof her vacant tertitory 
long agoif she had pursued a sensible and prac- 
tical course. Her intense partisan spirit and her 
foolish sectional prejudice have kept settlers 
away to her manifest disadvantage. The fact that 
there are 25,000,000 acres of unoccupied lands 
within her borders after ali these years is one that 
conveys a plain and profound lesson. She can see 
that it does not pay to be illiberal and proseript- 
ive. Her own interests are antagonized by a 
policy that tends to discourage the coming of 
good citizens for honest and useful purposes, She 
has only herself to blame that so much of her pub- 
lic land remains waste and useless, while settlers 
rush to every newly opened tract in the west and 
dispute for chances of occupancy.

In the court 
of the world’s public opinion the south had 
no hearing, and the vicious advertisements 
sent forth by the republican organs were ac- 
cepted as facts, both at the north and in 
Europe. 

What wonder, then, that immigrants 
avoided a section where social ostracism was 
the smallest price they could pay for inde- 
pendence of opinion, and where murderers 
and assassins ruled the land? What wonder 
that even the northern people, seeking a 
change, were induced to go anywhere ex- 
cept to the south?

We sup- 
pose that no one would contend that the 
tariff issue has been disposed of by the elec- 
tion of McKinley, and vet such a contention 
would be far more reasonable and logical 
than the pretense that the silver question 
has been disposed of, for the tariff was the 
sole issue on which the democratic campaign 
was made, Those who get in the silver 
quandary cannot by any means escape the 
larger tariff quandary.

The election of Lafargue, however, does 
not make himafree man. He®*will enjoy 
his liberty only while the chamber is in ses- 
sion. When it adjourns the government 
will send him back to prison to serve out his 
sentence. 

This is carrying to an absurd extreme the 
theory that during the session of a legisla- 
tive body the person of a legislator is ex- 
empt from legal process, and France is 
probably the only country in which a con- 
vict would be permitted to make laws for 
his fellow citizens, 

To an American all this looks like child’s 
play, but the French view it as a proper rec- 
ognition of the power of the people. Their 
idea is that they are entitled to the services 
of the representative of their choice, and 
they will not consent to give him ep simply 
because he happens to be in prison at 
the time of his election. This may 
be the logical outcome of popular, 
sovereignty, but the line should be 
drawn somewhere, and the American people 
draw itatthe prison gate. It brings the 
law into contempt when the rabble are 
allowed to take a convict from his cell and 
seat him among the lawmakers of the land.

JUDGE BLECKLEY’S HAPPY INTRODUCTION 


The Distinguished Speaker Greeted by a 
Fine Audience and Listened to 
with Marked Attention. 


It is not often that a speaker is greeted by 
an audience as representative as that which 
assembled to hear General Jackson last night. 
The main auditorium was comfortably full and 
a number of people occupied seats in the gal- 
lery. Notwithstanding the time necessarily 
taken to present a subject covering so mach 
ground, the speaker had the close attention of

At twenty minutes before 8 o’clock General

introduction was as follows:

Ladies and Gentlemen—The pleasing duty 
which devolves upon me this evening was as- 
signed to our emincnt fellow citizen who occupies 
the executive chair of state. His accidental 
absence from the city accounts for ny appearauce 
as avery inadequate substitute for him. Allow 
me to congratulate you upon a new and useful 
feature adopted by the Young Men’s Library As- 
sociation of this city, one which is intended to 
cultivate and develop historical information re- 
lating to our own great stato of Georgia. 
This is a worthy work, worthy of 
the useful and energetic association that has un- 
dertaken it, and worthy, well worthy of our pat- 
ronage and eucouragement. 

The association has been fortunate in selecting 
for the inaugural lecture of the series one who is 
himself history personified—(applause]—who is 
a worthy descendent of the days and illustrious 
lineage long identified with the history and pros- 
perity of Georgia. Indeed, if I were to become a 
lecturer upon the subject he would be my theme 
as the representative, the connecting link between 
the past and present, one who by his career in deeds 
and thought has achieved for bimeelf eminent 
distinction, one whose versatility is remarkable, 
one who as poct, orator, soldier, diplomatist, 
statesinan and jurist has made himself a name 
that will be imperishable in Georgia.

As one of the prominent partners of one of 
the largest cotton firms in the world, Mr. 
Swann’s opinion concerning the extent of the 
present cotton crop will be of interest. 

‘I believe,”’ said he, yesterday, ‘that this 
crop will approximate between seven and a 
half and eight million bales, _be- 
ing about one million less than that of last 
year. This is aliberal estimate, in my opinion, 
and it is probable that the crop will be less 
than that figure, 

eer 

“As to the acreage planted for this year’s 
crop, it is larger than last year, and if all con- 
ditions had been as favorabie as last year the 
crop would have been larger. But we will 
never see such another year as last. There 
was little or no winter in the south, and dur- 
ing the summer and fall there was just enough 
raiu to satisfy the demand of the maturing cot- 
ton. While this winter may be as mild as last, 
though such a thing is not probable, the long 
drought in the fall will greatly reduce the 
crop. If there had been as general and even 
rains this fall and summer as last year, the 
crop would probably have been a million bales 
greater than it will be. 

s #* ® 

**As to the price of cotton, said Mr. Swann, 
it is hard to say what wil] be the result if the 
present low rate continues. There is no money 
in it to the farmers at the present price, and 
the three or four hundred thousand 
bales unsold or held from last year’s 
crop, when added tothe present crop, will 
have the effect of keeping prices down, and 
the supply will be more than enough to sat- 
isfy the demand. If the cotton crop continues 
to increase in the future as it has in the past 
fow years, it is hard to say what the cotton 
growers will do.. They cannot make the cot- 
ton crop their dependence as they have been 
doing. ‘They will be thrown more on the de- 
velopment of their own resources, and I be- 
lieve that the time is near at hand when the 
farmers of the south will depend absolutely 
on the products of their own energy. They 
should not buy a pound of meat and hay, or 
anything else that can be made at home, @fom 
any other section. Whenever they reach this 
condition and lean entirely on the develop- 
ment of their home resources, then the cotton 
crop will become a clear profit. Ifthe pres- 
ent low price of cotton has this effect, it may 
be the hand of Providence, after all."’

FACTS AND FIGURES. 
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Some Interesting Facts About Cotton, Based 
on the Last Crop. 

In the recent publications of Latham, Alex- 
ander & Co., the great cotton factors and 
bankers of New York, there are given some 
interesting and valuable statistics concerning 
cotton—facts not generally known. The ex- 
ports of this southern staple far exceed in 
value those of any other American product, 
aud but for this item in our commerce the 
balancé of trade would be largely against us. 
Statistics show that it is the only article of our 
commerce for which the foreign demand is 
constant and regularly on the increase; and 
another fact worthy of consideration is this: 
that while the efforts of the powers of the old 
world to increase the yieid of the raw mate- 
rial in Egypt, India and other coun- 
tries, have been constant, there have 
been but very” slight variations § in 
the average of the yields in forei lands 
during the past twenty five years, while the 
average increase in the production of the 
American fiber has been steady and great. 
For the six years ending 1872, the average of 
the annual American production was 3,167,000 
baies. The annual averaga of the combined 
foreign product was 2,337,000 bales. For the 
period of ame pr ~ ending 1878, the foreign 
crop averaged 2,022,000 bales. The American 
crop for the same period averaged 4,771,000 
bales annually. The six years ending 18384, 
showed the American product as 6,721,000 
bales against 2,071,000 of the foreign supply. 
For the six years to 1890, the foreign produc- 
tion had gone but littie above the two millions 
annual average (2,269,000), while the same 
average of the American production had 
reached the enormous yield of 7,659,000 bales. 
Nor is this all the actual increase. While the 
average of the bale has been placed, for all the 
period, at but little over four hundred pounds, 
the actual average weights make the bale near 
four hundred and eighty pounds, the weight 
of the foreign bale remaining at about four 
hundred. 

Up to 1821 the general cultivation of the 
cotton plant was unknown, although there are 
evidences showing that it was cultivated in a 
snall wav nearly a thousand years before 
Crist. The fiber appears to have been un- 
known to the Jewish nations until in the first 
century of the Christian era, when it was 
adopted in the manufacture of garments for 
the priesthood. 

Today the total cotton crop of the United 
States is given at $429,790,000, of which there 
is exported to the old world an amount equal 
in value to $290,441,000. Of the total supply 
of the world today England takes 4,315,000 
bales, other countries in Europe require 4,527,- 
000 bales; India with all her population con- 
sumes only 1,100,000 bales; while the home 
demand in the United States is for 2,958,000 
bales. Figuresin the calculations show ¢hat 
it requires, under our present system 
of cultivation, something over two acres of 
our American soils to produce a bale weighing 
476 pounds. With improved intensive meth- 
ods our planters can easily make the supply 
of the world’s cotton on at least one-half of 
the area now occupied in its culture. The 
planter of the future will certainly show wis- 
dom in planting less acreage, and then in de- 
voting more time to the ‘anyon preparation of 
the soil before pitching tbe crop.

The Court Organized. 

The organization of such a courtin Atlanta 
isnot an every-day occurrence, and it was 

’ watched with interest. 

It was the original intention of the court to 
hold the trial in the Zouaves’ drill hall, but 
as the weather was somewhat chilly the court 

' wasorganized in the reception room of the 

> Grady Cadeis. 

- The following well-know local military 
Jeaders composed the court martial: Captain 
J. B. Hollis, Captain W. J. Kendrick, Captain 
Lyman Hall, Lieutenant Eugene Hardeman, 
Lieutenant Ben Goldsmith, Lieutenant Frank 
Orme, Lieutenant L. J. Daniels. 

Captain Hollis was elected chairman. 

Judge Advocate Broyles read the order of 
Colonei Ca'houn convening the court martial. 

The judges were then sworn—quite a long 
and solemn oath. 

The case of Private Will Appler was taken 
up first. He was represented by Jack Slaton. 

The charge against Appler was read. He 
was charged with insubordination, to which he 

- plead not guilty. 

The Witnesses Testify. 

Captain Spencer, of the Rifles, was the first 
Witness sworn. 

He testified that on the night of July 18th, 
in the armory of the company, Appler refused 
todrill when ordered by Acting Sergeant 
Nash. Appler left the armory but returned 

after the company was formed. Witness then 
ordered him to drill, but he refused, saying he 
was not sick, but just didn't want to drill. 
He ad never allowed men to refuse to drill 
without making a point on it. 

Here Colone) Slaton raised the point that 
the charge stated that the order to drill was 
given by the captain, whereas the evidence of 
Captain Spencer went to show that it was 
given by Sergeant Nash. The objection was 
noted. 

Lieutenant J. Van Holt Nash testified that 
om the night named he had ordered Private 
Appler to drill, but he had refused, without 
giving any reason therefore. 

Robert C. Bruce testitied that he had known 
of an instance where a member of 
the company had __ refused to drill, 
and nothing had been said of it by Cap- 
tain Spencer. He heard Captain Spencer 
order Appler to drill on the night mentioned, 
and he did so in a very abrupt manner. 
Appler was respectful and courteous. 

Mr. Slaton then read Mr. Appler’s state- 
ment. He had been suffering all summer from 
malarial fever, and could not go with the com- 
pany on its trip to Cumberland Island. He 
went to the mountainsinstead. Captain Spen- 

- cer knew of his illness, and had excused him 
from drill on several occasions on account of 
it. He went to the armory on the night in 
question, although physically unable to do so, 

Oaccount of an order received from Captain 
Spencer, threatening court martial if he did 
notappear. When ordered to drill he thought 
it unnecessary to explain to Captain Spencer 
what he thought was already known to him. 
Captain Spencer spoke to him very harshly;

Have Organized in Atlanta. 


A nursing sisterhood was organized 
day afternoon by the ladies of St. 
church. 

Mrs. Barrett, the estimable wife of St. 
Luke's rector, was the moving spirit of the 
enterpsise, and with her were associated about 
thirty others. 

_ This benevolent organization will nurse the 
sick rof Atianta as well as strangers who 
may have no friends here, 

The ladies who have joined pledge them- 
selves to do service one day each month under 
direction of the officers. The sisterhood will 
be thoroughly organized and the members wil] 
serve in alphabetical rotation, Each lady will 
£0 in turn to the home of some one in afflic- 
tion} and, assisted byall the conveniences 
for nurmng the sick supplied by the society, 
wil! do al! that is possibie to alleviate suffer- 
ing and cure disease. 

A regular costume for nursing will be pro- 
vided by the society and left at each place of 
sickness, so that when members report for 
duty, they can don it without delay and be 
ready for duty. 

To better fit the members for usefulness, 
each one pledges herself to attend a three 
months’ course of weekly lectures on practical 
nursing. Instruction will be given on such 
Salient, common-sense points as bandaging, 
dressing wounds, preparing sick beds, etc. 

These lectures will be given by people who 
are we!l qualitied to give instruction on these 
various topics. Several eminent physicians of 
Atlanta havealready volunteered their services 
in this way. Andin studying to make com- 
fortable the poor and needy many of the 
ladies who have given no attention to the sub- 
ject will learn much that will be of vast value 
in their own homes. 

Mrs. Dr. Barrett was elected sister-in-charge 
of the new society and Mrs. Tom Morgan the 
secretary and treasurer, yesterday. Mrs. Bar- 
rett iseminently qualified for this work, having 
a& natural adaptation for tending the sick, 
which endowment has been further improved 
by systematic training. Mrs. Barrett al- 
ready has a degree from the Woman's Medical 
college for proticiency as a trained nurse, and 
in March will take an M.D, degree from the 
same institution. Besides this three months 
of service in the St. Thomas hospital, of Lon- 
don, during the illness of her husband, has 
further benefited her. 

It is desired by the members that this society 
be not confined to denominational limits, but 
that ladies of all churches wil) associate them- 
selves with it. It is for theservice of the Mas- 
ter and the comfort of the sufferer, and not for 
the glory ofany church. Therefore, all are in- 
vited to _ in the work. Today invitations 
to this effect will be furnished all the pastors 
of Atlanta for their congregations,

was found. 
Minor was subsequently arrested and re- 


leased on bail. 
Against the City. 


In the office of the clerk of the city court 
Mr. P. F. Smith yesterday morning filed, in 
behaif of Andrew Anderson and Julia Ander- 
son, a suit for $500 damages against the city 
of Atlanta for injury to plaintiffs’ property 
caused by street grading. 

A Suit for 820,000, 

Messrs. Reid & Stewart tiled yesterday in 
the oflice of the clerk of the city court a suit 
for $20,000 damages against the Richmond 
and Danville Railroad Company. The suit 
is brought in behalf of Mr. A. Luther, who, 
in his declaration, avers that he was employed 
by the company as a freight conductor, and 
while making a run between Atlanta and 
Birmingham there was an accident, in which 
he was painfully hurt. He charges the de- 
fendants’ servants with carelessness. 

The Result of a Fire. 

Messrs. Tuttles & Smith yesterday filed a 
suit for $1,000 against the Atlanta and West 
Point Railroad Company. The plaintiff, N. 
D. Herod, alleges that,the defendants’ ser- 
Vants caused the woods near his property to 
catch fire, and his premises were damaged to 
the extent of $1,000. 


Suing Atlanta. 


Mr. P. F. Smith yesterday instituted a suit 
for $1,000 against the city of Atlanta. The 
plaintiff avers that the city injured his prop- 
erty by grading. 

The saine attorney brings a similar suit 
against the city in behalf of Laura Kyals. 


The Railroad Won.
